Depute the importance of world trade to the economic 
strength of the United States, and despite the fact that we are 
no closer to energy independence than we were when the oil 
embargo ended, the feeling in the nation and in Congress con­ 
tinues to be one of suspicion and hostility toward the mul­ 
tinational companies 
This is due in part to a string of revelations concerning 
bribes to foreign officials, but also to a widespread and mis­ 
taken belief that companies doing business overseas take jobs 
away from Americans 
Exports in fact, create jobs. as well as pay for a lot of Arab 
oil Last year, the United States had a trade surplus of SII 
billion, notes Gilbert F Richards, chairman of the Budd Com­ 
pany, a worldwide supplier to the automotive, trucking and 
railway industries 
In the first quarter of 1976, however, there was a trade 
deficit of $1 billion The country’s sharp increase in industrial 
production is not showing up in higher exports 
"If we are to create new jobs. sustain our economic 
recovery and pay for the energy we must import. American 
com panies must have the full co-operation of our 
government,” says Gilbert Yet. he adds, “I have not heard 
any of our presidential candidates, even today, talking about 
how we can increase this country’s export sales ” 
The whole concept of multinationalism is under attack,” 
says another corporation head 
“No matter that U S multinationals have contributed enor­ 
mously to the wealth of Americans through their overseas ac­ 
tivities," says James B Sherwood, president of Sea Con­ 
tainers. Inc., which leases marine cargo containers and other 
equipment “Such activities are difficult to understand and, 
therefore, are suspect and probably bad ’ ” 
Sea Containers, he says, does not pay bribes nor conceal the 
true nature of its expenses But it is genuinely concerned that 
the outcome of the controversy over questionable payments 
abroad by some companies will result in regulation by 
Congress that will make it and other U S companies un­ 
competitive with foreigners 
“As a rather small multinational we are no match for 
Congress, no matter how wrong they may be,” says Sherwood 
“We feel our best defense is to segregate out a portion of our 
foreign activities.” 
Thus this past month the compnay decided to establish its 
Bermuda-based subsidiary. Sea Containers Atlantic, as an in­ 
dependent foreign company in order to allow it to grow in 
overseas markets “with minimal interference by the whims 
of the U S government ” 
The newly independent Bermuda concern will also escape 
paying taxes on its earnings to the U S 
government 
(Dividends paid to American shareholders will still be taxed i 
This response by one company to the current an- 
timultinational mood may not be the beginning of a trend — 
although Sea Containers is not the first to take such action 
but it should certainly serve as a warning flag

Polly’s Pointers 


Ironing lifts 
linoleum tiles 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Some of the twelve inch linoleum 
tiles on our kitchen floor are worn. I have new tiles to 
replace the worn ones but they are glued down so tightly 
I do not know how to remove them. Can anyone help 
me? -VALENTINE. 
DEAR VALENTINE — I have had good luck loosening 
such tiles by laying a cloth or paper over the tiles and 
then ironing with a quite warm iron until the glue is 
softened and the tile will pull away. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the makers of 
women’s slacks as it seems the creases should be sewn down 
the front as nearly all women I know prefer this and some can­ 
not do the task themselves. I have bought cheap ones that have 
stitched creases and then some expensive ones that do not and 
then I have to pay someone to do it. 
I find that by buying red billfolds, blue combs and green 
cosmetic cases I can more easily find what I am looking for in 
the large handbags I carry. Such items always fall to the bot­ 
tom so as they wear out I always replace them with the same 
colors so they can be spotted quicker. —SANDRA. 
DEAR POLLY — My answer is for A.B. whose no-wax 
kitchen floor has become sticky. We have a floor covering 
store and find this problem is usually caused by not rinsing 
thoroughly. We advise our customers to use a mild cleaner 
and rinse with CLEAN, clear water followed by a final 
rinse with one-fourth cup vinegar in a bucket of water. When 
not properly rinsed off, detergents tend to leave a sticky film 
that dirt adheres to and makes the floor look dull. Do not use 
harsh or abrasive cleaners. Most floor covering stores have 
cleaners recommended for these floors. A daily sweeping or 
vacuuming is also beneficial and will prolong the life of the 
floor. Mine is five years old and as I have followed this 
procedure from the start it still looks great. —M.M. 
DEAR POLLY — When time is of the essence and I must get 
those windows washed no matter how cold it is outside, I use 
my hair dryer to blow away the steam that forms on the inside 
of the windows while I am polishing them. 
If you are wondering where to store those onion bulbs you 
will be digging up this fall, fill old nylon stockings with them 
and hang in the garage or other dry area. —LUTIE. 
DEAR POLLY — When installing glass in a window that has 
small quarter round molding, hold a small piece of carpet 
(about four inches square) against the glass to avoid hitting it 
when driving the small nails into the quarter round. This has 
worked great for us. —MRS.M E T.

tools

prosecutors 
tracking down white collar 
crime by allowing them to 
seize 
personal

records and bank accounts 
for use as evidence 
In 
addition,

obtained and, in many in 
stances, records left with a 
lawyer 
The court ruled in the bank 
records case that a depositor 
has no “ legitim ate 
ex 
pectation of privacy” once 
he uses a third party

Justice l>ewis F 
Powell 
Jr said “the depositor takes 
the risk” and police, the 
Internal Revenue Service, 
the FBI and other law en 
forcers can subpoena bank 
records Under a federal law 
upheld by the high court two 
years 
ago, 
banks 
are 
required 
to 
keep 
m icrofilm ed 
records 
of 
m ajor transactions 
again 
making white collar crim e a 
little easier to discover 
A decision rendered last 
month by Justice Harry A 
Blackmun is likely to be 
even m ore far-reaching 
Blackmun said a person’s 
Fifth 
A m endm ent 
right 
against self-incrimination is 
not infringed when police 
seize 
personal 
business 
papers. 
Although 
the 
ruling 
merely affirm ed the con 
viction of a Maryland lawyer 
for land fraud, its impact 
will permit prosectors to use 
p e r s o n a l l y 
d i c t a t e d 
memoranda and notes at 
trial even if the m aterial is, 
in effect, a confession 
Blackmun said the Fifth 
Amendment is not violated 
by the use of such evidence if 
the defendant m ade the
